REPORT  OF  SCHOOL  BOARD. 


To  the  citizens  of  the  town  of  Gilmanton  the  following  re 
port  is  most  respectfully  submitted: 

The  whole  number  of  pupils  for  the  year,  225;  boys,  118; 
girls,  107. 

There  have  been  eleven  schools  maintained  for  the  entire 
school  year,  located  in  the  following  districts:  Kelly,  Potter, 
Page  Hill,  Smith  Meeting  house,  Aliens  Mills,  Corner,  Gale, 
Griffin,  Jones  Mills,  Iron  Works,  and  Lamprey.  For  spring 
term  only,  Sanborn  and  Lougeetown.  Fall  term,  Guinea 
Ridge.  Owing  to  the  small  number  of  pupils,  it  was  thought 
best  to  discontinue  the  schools  in  the  Sanborn  and  Lougee- 
town  districts  and  unite  them  as  far  as  possible  in  one  school 
at  Guinea  Ridge. 

Our  schools  have  been  under  the  instruction  of  nineteen 
different  teachers,  one  male  and  eighteen  females. 

There  has  been  a  marked  improvement  in  the  attendance 
of  some  of  our  schools  over  the  past  few  years,  one  is  deserv- 
ing of  special  mention,  every  pupil  being  on  the  roll  of  honor. 

In  matters  pertaining  to  education,  as  in  all  other  things 
worth  having,  the  motto  should  be  onward.  On  the  road  we 
travel,  there  is  no  station  marked  "Stagnation."  We  either 
move  forward  or  backward.  It  res.s  with  ourselves  to  decide 
which  it  shall  be. 

The  tendency  of  our  age  in  educational  as  in  moral,  social 
and  business  affairs,  is  toward  more  united  effort.  The  results 
are  correspondingly  more  satisfactory.  We  must  either  keep 
abreast  with  the  times  or  be  left  behind  in  the  race.  In  order 
to  keep  our  place  in  the  ranks  we  must  work  together.  It  is 
a  great  deal  easier  to  stand  back  and  find  fault,  than  it   is  to

step  into  the  ranks  and  do  better  work  than  the  one  with 
whom  you  are  finding  fault. 

Does  such  a  course  bring  good  returns?  In  nearly  all  of 
our  schools  the  results  have  been  very  satisfactory.  In  the 
districts  where  parents  realize  the  importance  of  school  work 
and  have  labored  in  unison  with  teachers  and  school  board, 
rapid  advancement  has  been  made  since  last  year;  but  where 
matters  of  small  moment  have  taken  precedent  over  educa- 
tional interests  the  results  have  been  decidedly  unsatisfactory. 

At  our  last  annual  meeting  a  step  was  taken  in  the  right 
direction,  by  raising  five  hundred  do'lars  more  than  is  re- 
quired by  law,  which  enabled  us  to  take  our  place  with  the 
most  of  our  neighboring  towns,  by  extending  the  length  of  our 
school  year  to  twenty-five  weeks.  The  results  are  p'ainly  seen 
and  thoroughly  appreciated.  Let  us  keep  on  until  we  make 
the  number  thirty. 

Through  an  act  of  the  legislature  of  1901  our  more  advanced 
pupils  are  entitled  to  a  high  school  education  at  the  expense  of 
the  town;  and  as  Gilmanton  academy  stands  among  the  ac- 
cepted schools  of  the  state,  it  affords  a  fine  opportunity  to  all 
who  are  qualified  to  enter  a  high  school,  to  continue  their 
studies  at  a  very  small  expense.  The  academy  is  at  present 
under  excellent  instructors,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the 
town  will  take  some  action  towards  its  maintenance. 

Let  us  ask  you  as  citizens  of  Gilmanton  to  give  your  earnest 
attention  to  what  needs  be  done  to  make  and  keep  our  schools 
equal  to  the  demands  of  our  day  and  generation.
